Listing of Claims: 

1 . (currently amended) An absorb e nt art i c le A pants type diaper having a front body 
side and a back body side and formed by folding at the longitudinal middle point of the 
main body of the article diaper and having an absorbent inserted between a liquid- 
permeable top sheet on the body side and a back sheet on the outside, the absorb e nt 
art i c le the diaper further having a fastening sticker to b e us e d for i ts d i sposa l , e tc., and 
characterized in that: 

an outer surface of the back body is formed with female fastening members; and 

the fastening sticker is formed from a d i sposab le base sheet with male fastening 
members disposed along two edge portions of its back surface, the male fastening 
members selected to repeatedly releasably engage the female fastening members on 
the outer surface of the back body, the fastening sticker being attached to the outer 
surface of the back body art i c le , such as a plan e fast e n e r capab le of b ei ng r e- stuck to 
and r e p eele d off from th e out e r surfac e of th e back sh ee t and separable completely 
from the ma i n back body of the art i c le diaper . 

2. (currently amended) An absorb e nt art i c le A pants type diaper as set forth in claim 
1 , characterized in that the fastening sticker is fastened to the front body or to the back 
body side.

(currently amended) An absorb e nt art i c le A pants type diaper as set forth in claim 
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1 , characterized in that the fastening sticker has a design on its surface. 

4. (currently amended) An absorb e nt art i c le A pants type diaper as set forth in claim 
3, characterized in that the design is aiming the intellectual education of an infant. 

5. (currently amended) An absorb e nt art i c le A pants type diaper as set forth in claim 
3, characterized in that the design of the fastening sticker is relating to the pattern of a 
design on the outer surface of the main body of the art i c le diaper . 

6. (currently amended) An absorb e nt art i c le A pants type diaper as set forth 
in claim 3, characterized in that a part of the fastening sticker on which the design is 
drawn or any other portion thereof is separable from th e bas e port i on of th e st i ck e r 
along a perforated line made bv perforat i ons provided along the circumference of the 
design such that sticker portions outside of the design circumference remain attached to 
the diaper . 

7. (currently amended) An absorb e nt art i c le A pants type diaper as set forth in claim 
1 , characterized in that the base sheet of the fastening sticker has is formed with a 
stretchable sheet material i n i ts m i dd le port i on and that th e sh ee t -li k e m e mb e r capab le 
of b ei ng r e- stuck and r e- p eele d off and s e parab le comp le t el y from th e ma i n body of th e 
art i c le i s conn e ct e d to oppos i t e e nd port i ons of th e str e tchab le sh ee t mat e r i a l. 



8. (currently amended) An absorb e nt articl e A pants type diaper as set forth in claim 
1 , characterized by hav i ng in that the diaper has a plurality of such said fastening 
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stickers. 



9. (currently amended) An absorb e nt art i c le A pants type diaper as set forth in claim 
1 , characterized in that the fastening sticker is attached to or enclosed in a product 
package for the absorbent art i c l e diaper . 



1 0. (new) A pants type diaper as set forth in claim 1 , characterized in that one side 
of the fastening sticker is 5 cm long.
